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NURSING DEPARTMENT lec - .. - 


The Glenrose School Hospital nursing staff contains three divisions: 


The first division cares for handicapped children on a day basis; 
the second provides residential care for physically handicapped children, 
and the third provides residential care for the emotionally handicapped 
children. 


The nursing groups, functioning independently, work toward a common 
goal. That goal is to restore the handicapped child to his optimum level 
of physical, emotional, social and vocational development. 


The nursing staff of the School Hospital wish to thank the students 
for giving us an opportunity to explain our role in your treatment. We 
wish you each continued success and progress, and we congratulate you on 
the publication of your yearbook. 


MEDICAL SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


Each child enrolled in the Glenrose School program, whether in- 
patient or day-patient, is eligible for medical services and facilities 
offered here. 


The staff physician, under the direction of the School Hospital 
Director, is responsible for the general functioning of the Unit and sees 
to it that the patients receive the proper care. Specifically, this dep- 
artment conducts initial assessments, periodic reassessments, specialist 
consultations and facilitates continuing care treatment by specialists, 
depending on the child's disorder. 


The aim of this institution is to rehabilitate and prepare these 
children for a life of adequate independence and hopefully, an environ- 
ment which does not require continued hospital care. 


SOCIAL SERVICE DEPARTMENT 


The Social Service Department assists the patient to make the 
fullest use of medical services available and to achieve the greatest 
physical, social, and emotional adjustment. Its concern extends beyond 
the patient to the family of the patient in order to help prevent unnec- 
essary stress on the family. 


The Social Service Department follows cases after their discharge 
and can help assure the child of the best possible placement outside 
this complex. 


OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY DEPARTMENT 


The Occupational Therapy Department of the School Hospital provides 
facilities to enable the handicapped child to be trained towards reaching 
his/her maximum level of independence. 


The Occupational Therapists are proud to be members of the School 
Hospital team and we join with other departments in congratulating all 
students ona good year's work. To those leaving we extend our best 
wishes for success in all their future work and studies. 


SPEECH AND HEARING DEPARTMENT 


The Speech and Hearing Department provides therapy for’ those 
children who require assistance with speech, language or hearing. 


In June, some of you will be leaving us, having worked hard and 
successfully on your speech. We wish you luck in the future and hope 
that the memories you take with you of the Glenrose School Hospital are 
net ones. The rest of you, we look forward to welcoming back in the 

all. 


PHYSIOTHERAPY DEPARTMENT 


The Physiotherapy Department is a member of the assessment and re- 
habilitation team of the Glenrose School Hospital. 


In addition to treatment of in-patients and day-patients, the 
physiotherapy department is involved with the other therapies in pro- 
grammes to be carried out at home by families of the younger children.

Betty Lou Dupont had been given the nosition of English 
specialist in the Glenrose School Hospital beginning September 
1967. In anticipation of beginning her job she spent a good 
deal of the summer holidays preparing lessons and material. 
However, she was not able to start at the beginning of this 
school year because she had been admitted to nospital. 


To the shock and deep sorrow of all those who had known 
her, Betty Lou passed away September 16, 1967 at the age of 
twenty-eight years. We felt profound sorrow at losing a dear 
friend and teacher. We also realized that many of the students 
in Glenrose would miss the pleasure of her enthusiasm and the 
chance to share her knowledge. 


Soon after this tragedy, the teachers at Glenrose decided 
to initiate some means of keeping her memory alive. Because of 
Miss Dupont's love of English, it was decided that an annual 
competition for literary excellence was most appropriate. In 
this competition the Junior or Senior High School student who 
submits the best original essay would have his or her name 
engraved on a suitable plaque, receive a book award, and have 
his composition on display in the library.
